The two officera of the law are 
detective paljca constables attach- 
ed to the Rochore ‘division police, 
and were on rounds when they 
clashed . with robbers ‘and 
acquitted themselves ‘gallantly in 
a-stand-up gun fight, 7 |” 


_jOne of the detectives, a Malay 
hamed Hasaim, sustained a wound 
in the Teg' while the othor, -n 
Chinese, was shot through tho 
chest and his condition is con- 
sidered precarious. . 


a Intended Raid.’ 


The scene of the .shooting was 
at the junction: of Sims Avenue 
and Lorong 27, Geylang, and. the 
battle was waged shortly after 
nine o'clock, At tho junction 
there: is a’ coffee shop on a fairly 
large scale and it is said that it 
was the intention of the bandits 
to rald this place. 

‘The’ five bandits, ench armed 
with pistols and revolvers,. reach- 
ed the junction at about the same 
time ag the two detectives. 

The detectives, secing the sua- 
picious movements of the bandits, 
approached them and as they drew 
nearer the gangsters whipped out 
their weapons and opened a rapid 
fire. Although taken nrback’ at 


first by the warm reception accord- | 


ed them the detectives’ pluckily 
stood their ground and—fortunate- 
ly being armed—returned the fire, 

Numerous shots were exclianged 
both marties holding their own, 
The robbers, it is sald, re-loaded 
their ‘‘wveapons while othera of 
their gang held out against the de- 
teclives who kept up their fire, 

Tho bandjls were ovidently poor 
marksmen: for, in spite of the 
dozens of rounds fired, they failed 
to hit the detectives. 


Dendly Fire, 


, The officers of the law kept 
up a deadly fire and two of the 
bandits tolled over on the road 
dead. They were themselves hit 
soon afterwards, the Chinese de- 
tectivo falling with a bullet wound 
in his cheat and the Malay getting 
shot in the leg. : 


The Geylang police were soon’ 


Informed and a_ reinforcement 
under Inspector’ Higgins arrived 
on the scene, but the remaining 
three bandits made good thelr 
escape before their arrival. It is 
believed that the escaped bandits 
also sustained wounds. 


A Straits 'Times . reporter who 
visited’ the scene this morning 
saw large pools of blood on the 
rond and it is remarkable that 
stray bullets did no harm, except 
hitting a pillar in one or two 
places, in view of the large num- 
ber of houses-in the vicinity, 

The battle was waged almost at 
the door step of a block of houses 
occupied by well-to~<lo Chinese 
families, wha wero terror-stricken. 
Police whistles were blown and 
doors ‘and avindows were closed 
ag goon as fhe rapid fire of the 
ffunmen and detectives was heard, 
_ A search made by the police 
after the fight brought to Ifght a 
revolyer with four emply rounds 


‘land. two Uve rounds and an 


‘automatic pistol 


fully loaded. 
These belonged to the two dead 
gunmen. One of the weapons has 
been {dentified as stolen a few 
months ago, Several live . rounds 
and empty cartridge cases were 
also picked up..
